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F IF T E E N CENTS 
Unitary Road System 
To ‘Futurize’ County

January first will not only be the 
advent of the new year 1978; it will 
also bring with it a giant step into the 
future for Collin County. 
As of the first of the year, Collin 
County will switch to a unitary road 
system which calls for the Com­ 
missioners Court to sit as a board 
overseeing the operation of the county 
as a whole rather than each com­ 
missioner looking out solely for the 
interests of his own precinct. 


The innovative concept was in­ 
troduced by Precinct 4 Commissioner 
Chuck Frisk of Plano in September 
and was approved unanimously, 
although somewhat reluctantly, by 
the court. Frisk claimed that the 
switch will move the county 25 years 
ahead of its time. 


“Beginning January first, 
we’ll 
begin to transition toward it (the 
unitary system ),” Frisk explained. 
“We’ll visit some of the other counties 
that use it and get their ideas. We’ll 
decide whether to hire one road 
superintendent or more than one. And 
we’ll establish geographic districts 
which won’t have anything to do with 
voter precinct lines.” 
Under the new system, one or more 
county road superintendents will be in 
charge of road and bridge building 


and maintenance and will answer 
directly to the commissioners. 
“The great part of this is that it 
should take the politics out of fixing 
roads,” noted Frisk. “A professional 
will maintain roads by need, not by 
friends or who voted for who or who 
contributed to whose campaign.” 


Only about 15 percent of Texas’ 254 
counties currently operate under the 
unitary road system. According to 
Frisk, many of those counties “just 
love it.” 
“I can’t see it doing anything but 
solving problems,” the commissioner 
said last fall. “I can’t see anything but 
equity in it.” 
Frisk brought the new idea before 
the three other commissioners and 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. 
during precinct realignment talks last 
September. 
In order to equalize 
population within the commissioner 
precincts, boundary lines were 
redrawn giving Frisk a tight district 
in Plano with virtually no county 
roads. 


A unitary road 
system 
was, 
therefore, 
essential, 
the 
Plano 
commissioner argued, in an unevenly 
populated county such as Collin. 
His fellow commissioners 
were 
initially skeptical, fearing a decrease 
in their powers. Frisk assured them 


that the Commissioners Court “would 
still have the power we have now but 
we would delegate some of the 
responsibility to the county road 
superintendent.” 
He added that the superintendent 
would have to come before the court 
for major improvements but would 
take the responsibility 
for daily 
maintenance upon himself. 
The county now possesses four 
maintenance facilities spaced evenly 
throughout the county. During the 
transition 
period, 
geographical 
districts will be drawn in order to get 
the best use from those maintenance 
barns. 
Another benefit of the new system, 
Frisk pointed out, is that equipment 
which formerly belonged to each 
individual precinct will now become 
the property of the entire county. This 
will result in more efficient use and 
will help avoid duplication of ex­ 
pensive road equipment. 
The change-over from the present 
individual precinct-based system to 
the new unitary system is expected to 
take about nine months to complete. 
But when it is finished, Commissioner 
Frisk is confident the county will run 
more efficiently. 
“I think we should have had it years 
ago,” he concluded. “The people are 
going to get better roads from this.” 


Taking shape against the wintery skies in McKinney is the 
new Collin County courthouse and jail complex. Revised 
completion time for the $7.5 million structures has been set 
by architects Jarvis Putty Jarvis for June of the coming 
year.

License plate renewal notices for 
almost ll million motor vehicles are 
now in U.S. post offices throughout 
Texas for delivery to owners. 
R.W. Townsley, director of the 
Motor 
Vehicle 
Division, 
State 
Department of Highways and Public 
Transportation, said the renewal 
notices were stuffed into envelopes, 
pre-sorted by zip code, boxed and 
delivered to post offices to expedite 
delivery. 
Work to get the renewal notices 
ready for delivery started in early 
October. 
“The plate renewals for passenger 
cars and 
light 
trucks 
(such 
as 
pickups) will be different from last 
year. A new law requires that renewal 
dates be spread as equally as possible 
over 12 months, rather than have all 
expire at one time (April I) each 
year,” Townsley said. 


Since the Motor Vehicle Division 
does not maintain records by owner’s 
name or birth date, the license 
number of the vehicle has been used to 
determine the month of registration 
renewal in the future. 
Renewal notices have been issued to 
reflect the number of months and the 
prorated fee to be paid to register 
each vehicle under the new system. 
A complete explanation of the new 
system is enclosed with each renewal 
notice for passenger cars and light 
trucks (one ton or less). 
It is imperative that vehicle owners 
not lose the registration notice as it 
must be presented at the county tax 
collection office to obtain new license 
plates.

Between Police, Latins 
Class Assists Communication

Almost a dozen police officers are 
waiting for a chance to use a newly 
acquired skill—speaking Spanish. 
The officers, some civilians in the 
department, the city attorney and the 
fire chief have successfully completed 
a conversational Spanish class. 
Although the class covered phrases 
and sim ple sentences useful in 
everyday situations, the course was 
especially tailored to meet the 
professional needs of the city group. 
Only three private citizens—one of 
them married to the police c h ief- 
enrolled in the class. The adult 
education course is one of many 
sponsored by the Plano Independent 
School District each semester. 
P olice 
Chief 
Duane 
Kinsey 
organized the volunteers who took the 
class to enhance the department’s 
communication 
with 
Spanish 
speaking residents. 
“There’s not a day goes by that we 
don’t have some contact with a 
Spanish speaking individual,” Kinsey 
explained. “In the past we had an 
officer who could speak Spanish and 
we called on him frequently, but now 
theres often a delay in finding 
someone who can interpret for us. 
“Taking this class will definitely be 
worthwhile if an officer gets enough 
words to let the subject he’s dealing 
with know what he’s asking,” Kinsey 
added. 
The former officer defused a tricky 
situation at a shooting last year, 
Kinsey explained. A Spanish speaking 
couple who were not involved in the 
shooting had barricaded themselves 
in a bedroom with the gun The officer 


was able to explain that the police 
would not hurt the couple and they 
came out peacefully. 
To acquire more officers who can 
converse in Spanish, the department 
agreed to pay tuition and book costs 
for officers who were willing to take 
the course. 
The officers participate on their 


own time, but if someone’s duty time 
is changed he is allowed to attend his 
class without penalty. 
“I’m glad I took the class,” said 
Dave Howell. “Speaking Spanish will 
help us communicate with a large 
portion of the community. If nothing 
else, it will help us to get the basic 
information about a crime without a 


long delay.” 
The instructor, Emiliano Maquez 
described the class of police officers 
as “willing to work.” The group 
concentrated on things officers might 
need to deal with in their profession. 
“Although it was still basically a 
conversation class,” said Maquez, “it 
was directed at their interests. We 


dealt more with police terms and 
situations officers might run into.” 
Kinsey noted that many of the of­ 
ficers 
who completed 
the 
initial 
course will continue on to the ad­ 
vanced 
class 
this 
spring 
The 
department will also encourage other 
officers to volunteer for the beginner 
class. 


The city dominated one of this past sem ester’s adult education classes conducted 
by the school district. Ten police officers including the chief and two lieutenants 
attended Spanish classes to pick up enough words and phrases to deal with an 
increasing number of Spanish speaking people in the community. Also taking the 


course were the chief’s administrative assistant, secretary and wife. To round off 
the city class, the city attorney and fire chief were ilso recruited. Emiiiaoo 
Maquez, shown above helping one of the officers, said the class was a good one 
because i* was “ willing to work.”

President 
To Reaffirm 
Peace Wish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today promised to reaffirm the 
United States’ dedication to peace as 
he left on an 18,000-mile goodwill trip 
to six nations. 
“It is a rapidly changing world, a 
world in which the old ideological 
labels have less meaning than ever,” 
Carter said in brief remarks on the 
White House South 
Lawn before 
leaving for Andrews Air Force Base, 
Md., and his flight to Poland. 
He said the varying makeup of the 
nations on his schedule reflects the 
broad interests of his administration. 
During the next nine days, Carter will 
visit Poland, Iran, India, Saudi 
Arabia, France and Belgium. 
Vice President Walter Mondale and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance stood 
behind him as the president spoke. 
“In all these places, we will be 
reaffirming our dedication to peace 
and our support of justice and of 
human rights,” the president said. 
Air Force One, carrying Carter, his 
wife, Rosalynn and aides, departed 
from Andrews at 7:58 p.m. EST. He 
will return to the United States Jan. 6.

Suitcase smells musty

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I have a suitcase that was stored 
in the attic and has a musty smell I have not been 
able to get rid of. Any suggestions? 
Also, I would like to know what will take ink off a 
white purse.

DEAR LOLA — You might fill your suitcase with 
crumpled up newspaper and leave closed for a 
couple of weeks. Other suggestions are a nylon 
stocking filled with cedar shavings (from a lumber­ 
yard) or baking soda in an open container. 
Sorry you did not say what m aterial was used to 
make your purse. 
Hair spray should remove 
ballpoint ink from vinyl, cuticle remover from 
leather (or rubbing alcohol lf it is safe for the 
material). Test anything first. Our answer must 
necessarily be on the vague side as was your 
question. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When my sponge mop needs to be 
replaced I let it dry thoroughly and then with safety pins I 
secure two terry-type dish rags to the base of the mop. This 
gives me a perfect waxer for the liquid waxes and makes 
waxing as easy as mopping.

When painting indoors I save those wooden stir sticks 
that so many paint stores provide and when the job is done 
I dip the remainder of the stick into the paint. Along with 
colored bread twists these make great hold-ups for my 
plants. Just stick stirrer in pot and fasten plant to it with 
the twists. - MRS. R.M. 
DEAR POLLY — I got rid of roaches by putting a coffee 
can in the garage close to the kitchen door and was 
surprised at the roaches in the can in the morning. Fill the 
can half full of water and they will drown in a few minutes.

DEAR POLLY — To remove white water rings and spots 
from furniture make your own compound by using any 
brand of toothpaste and a little baking soda. I have never 
had it harm any furniture but you might test in an 
inconspicuous place. Dampen a cotton cloth and squeeze 
out any excess moisture, put a little of the mixture on the 
rag and rub the spot until it disappears. It may take from 
three to 15 minutes depending on how deep the spot is. Use 
a clean, dry cotton cloth to wipe away any compound that 
is left and then buff for luster — MRS. S E R . 
DEAR POLLY — I think I have help for Bonnie who has 
mildew on a bed sheet. When I have mildew on any clothes 
I soak that area overnight in milk and then wash as usual. I 
have never had to do this often but when I have it has 
worked. — KAYE.

Family doctor may help

D E A R D R. LA M B - About 
two months ago I realized 
that I had breast cancer. At 
that time, I did not have a 
fam ily doctor. A friend who 
is a nurse referred me to the 
best surgeon in town. I had a 
radical 
mastectomy, 
but 
when I came to my right 
upper leg was numb in the 
flesh, like a local anesthetic 
would be, yet very painful as 
though someone was cutting 
gashes with a razor blade. 
My surgeon was out of 
town and another surgeon 
took care of me. He wouldn’t 
tell me anything. When I 
was strong enough to walk I 
had 
a 
terrib le 
m uscle 
cramp. Of course it went 
away in about four days, but 
I didn’t know it would. He 
could have saved me some 
mental anguish if he would 
have just told me what to 
expect. 
A third surgeon came in to 
see me and he looked at the 
place but wouldn’t tell me 
anything to relieve my mind 
from the torment of things 
going haywire. 
There I was "stranded" in 
a hospital, with the strong 
feeling that I badly needed a 
doctor but I couldn’t get out 
to go find one. I needed help, 
yet there was a doctor com­ 
ing to see me every day, 
checking on the surgery. 
I keep thinking that if I 
had had a fam ily doctor 
perhaps 
he 
would 
have 
taken care of the side effects 
these doctors 
refused to 
treat. I really don’t under­ 
stand what the score is. The 
public needs to be educated 
on simple basic steps they 
should take when they need 
medical aid. Do you have 
any comments? 
D EA R R E A D E R - You 
are telling me a fam iliar 
story. You and your doctors 
had a communications prob­ 
lem. This happens to pa­ 
tients seeing the best doctors 
in the world. Your doctors 
didn’t know you as a person 
before your surgery, and 
you didn’t know them. You 


were 
not 
professionally 
neglected, but you did have 
anxiety because you didn’t 
understand your problem. 
Some doctors are reluc­ 
tant to talk to patients be­ 
cause it takes time which 
some of them really do not 
have. 
Every ache and pain can­ 
not be diagnosed when it 
first occurs. With time, the 
true nature of the difficulty 
may become apparent. Your 
doctors may have been con­ 
cerned that you m ay have 


been developing a clot in the 
leg, but the signs were not 
sufficient to make such a 
diagnosis. What should the 
doctor do? If he discusses all 
the possibilities, he may 
alarm the patient needless­ 
ly. If he waits a few days, 
and if need be, takes tests, 
he may then be able to say 
exactly and correctly what 
the real problem is. 
Today many doctors, par­ 
ticularly surgeons, practice 
defensive medicine. Some 
people look for an excuse to 
"sue the 
damned doctor. 
He’s got plenty." Anything 
the doctor says when he 
takes the patient into his 
confidence 
may 
be 
held 
against him, and no one is 
going to be there to advise 
him of his rights before he 
speaks. 
That is a social 
problem. 
What should patients do? 
The most important thing is 
to have a fam ily doctor who 
does know you B E F O R E you 
have an emergency. He can 
refer you to a surgeon if you 
need one, 
and can help 
bridge the gap. That w ill not 
solve every problem, but is 
will be a m ajor step in the 
right direction. 


D EA R DR. LA M B-I am 
56 years old and feel just 
great. However, I was in a 
department store last week 
and had m y blood pressure 
taken for a dollar. The at­ 
tendant said it was just a 
little high. I live on a pension 
and cannot afford to go to a 
doctor all the time to have 
this problem checked. 
Can you tell me what I can 
do daily to keep my blood 
pressure down as this might 
be a problem as I get older. 


D EA R R E A D E R - A single 
blood 
pressure 
measure­ 
ment is not a very good 
index of what your pressure 
usually is. That is why doc­ 
tors often take several deter­ 
minations if the reading is 
high. So don’t put too much 
faith in that one reading 
which 
was "just a little 
high." Fo r m ildly elevated 
blood 
pressure 
the 
best 
treatment is often weight 
control, exercise and lim it­ 
ing salt intake. That may 
solve the problem for many.
